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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 
includes the limitations that a spatial resolution improvement method for a PET/SPECT 
system comprises using a rebinnerto derive a bin address output stream and 
histogramming the bin output stream. Claim 10 includes the limitations that a spatial 
resolution improvement method for a PET/SPECT system comprises finding multiple 
gamma interaction centroid locations which are unique for different line of response 
incident angles.
